It is a dead-certain bet the voting composition 
of the French constituency is being nuantitative- 
Iv and qualitatively analyzed, with a view to 
finding out how the electoral future is shaping 
up Charles de Gaulle has won re-election Long 
live Charles de Gaulle But in fact the political 
power of Charles de Gaulle died when it be­ 
came evident he could not command a clear 
majority of votes in the regular election 
Every French politician has taken note of that

Court Ruling Gives Belief A Lift 


The Supreme Court of the United Slates may 
not 
have 
intended to prescribe 
a 
religion 
which could be taught in the public schools 
but it has given an involuntary assist to the 
cause of rion-belief in God 
The high court has just re­ 
jected the plea of a group of 
parents of Protestant, Catho­ 
lic. 
Jewish, 
and 
Armenian 
apostolic 
faiths 
who 
asked, 
through court action, that their 
children in public schools be 
allowed voluntarily to engage 
in a prayer tha* mentions the 
word God As a result of the 
court ruling, thp impression is David Lawrence 
conveyed to the pupils for all time that there 
is something wrong with a belief in God. This 
Is exactly what atheism claims Atheism is re­ 
garded by some people as a kind of religion in 
itself. 
The high court's decisions heretofore have 
been based on the idea that the government 
must remain neutral as between religions But 
not until the latest ruling, specifically banning 
voluntary prayer requested by the parents of 
children of virtually all faiths, bar the Supremo 
Court placed itself squarely on record against 
even a prayer that is neutral as between the 
sects. 
The Constitution says that "Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion. or prohibiting the free «xercise ti**** 
of ” This would appear to nvan that neither 
can the Supreme Court help ta establish any 
te’igion. whether it is atheism or anything else 


THE CONTROVERSY has been getting more 
and more tangled ever since the Supreme Court 
in 1932 tackled the question of prayer in the 
schools. The high court ruled then that the edu­ 
cational officials of a state or local govern­ 
ment cannot lawfully compose a prayer and di­ 
rect that it be uttered by pupil® in public- 
school classes or assemblies Vrthing was said 
by the court about the right of students to 
engage in silent prayer or to recite aloud pray­ 
ers prepared for them bv a group of parents 
of all faiths. 
The latest case involves a request by the 
parents to the principal and teachers to lei 
the pupils say. during the classroom periods 
when 
they 
are 
served 
milk 
and 
crackers 
or cookies, one of two familiar pravers which 
have no sectarian connection 
One prayer >avs simply 
"God 1® great. God 
Is good, and we thank him for our food Amen'” 
The other reads 
“ Thank you for the world so sweet, 
“ Thank you for the food w'? eat. 
“ Thank you for the bird® that sing — 
“ Thank you God. for everything ’’ 


NEW NORK SCHOOL officials forbade th? 
prayers but a federal district court upheld the 
right of the parents. Then. A U S. circuit court 
of appeals relying on previous rulings bv the 
Supreme Court reversed the ’oner court 
The 
case was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States which let the appeal court rul­ 
ing stand 
The prayer problem now. however, has been 
enlarged 
Although the parents agreed on a 
neutral prayer suitable for all. 
it 
is being 
banned, presumably because atheists could ob- 
ject. Recognition of atheism a® an “ established 
religion" is thus given legal sanction 
The only formula that remains to be tested 
is one whereby the parents give their children 
copies of the text of certain prayers 
and 
request the teachers to permit a brief inter 
mission during which the pupils can recite in 
silence or say out loud the prayers prepared 
for them by their own parents 
Will this too 
he barred a® an 
establishment of religion 


T H E S U P R E M E COL RT in he past has ruled 
that public school students may bp excused in 
what is called "released time” so as to be able 
to attend religious services outside the school 
buildings The question now is whether or not 
a silent praver during a brief ir'erval of “ re­ 
leased time” would be regarded as government 
action “ establishing” a religious exercise 
Sooner or later the Supreme Court will have 
to decide if the courts have been negligent in 
failing to stop the Treasury Department — a 
full-fledged government agency 
from putting 
on all coins the phrase 
In God We Trust ” 
Incidentally sessions of the Supreme Court 
Itself continue to he opened with the exhorta­ 
tion, “ God save the United Stales and this

against each other Movement, such as that of a piece of 
metal revolving 
inside 
another piece is slowed down 
There 
arr many cases where wheels 
must revolve very rapidly — 


such as the wheels of your roller 
skates The hall hearings 
prevent friction inside your skate's wheels 


Notice that the ball in ll 
touches the flat surface at only 
one small point This reduces friction as it rolls. Inside the 
wheels of your roller skates are a set of small, ship steel 
balls 121. These are set in a frame so as not to touch each 
other, one part of the ball rests on the axis or metal bar 
going across the skate 
The other part takes the weight 
of the skate and you above it As the wheels whirl around 


(4i. they spin on the rolling balls with so little friction that 
they allow you to move very fast 
Another important use for 
the ball bearings is in the huh part ot your bicycle wheels 
These ball bearings allow the wheel to turn rapidly and make
